Activity: Description on How to Use the Activity and How it Meets the Grade Level:
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e Become involved in an organization you ® Asaclass, students will create a list of all of the school related and community groups that are
believe in. involved with citizenship or work to improve the community. Once a list is completed,
students will speak of their experiences with these groups, or if known experience is present
in class, complete cursory research to what the group does. The teacher will then invite these
groups to speak about how students can become involved with their work and how their
actions can benefit their community. Since this work involves students meeting groups
outside of school, parents should be notified and be a part of the process as much as possible.
